Chairman  &  Members  of  Spennymoor  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

Tlio  area  of  the  district  comprises  acres,,  and  is 

partly  urban  and  partly  rural  in  character.  It  is  1  Founded 
on  the  North  by  the  river  Wear;  on  the  South  by  the 
railway  from  Merriimton  Lane  to  Binchester  Lollierv  ; 
and  on  the  East  by  the  Darlington  Road  ;  and  on  the 
M^est  by  the  Whitworth  Highway,  from  the  river  Wear 
to  the  Binchester  railway.  The  population  at  the  last 
census  was  l  h,fO(),  but  is  estimated  at  17,85(),  the  same 
as  for  the  last  two  vears.  This  may  be  under-estimated, 
but  seeLiis  to  me  fairly  accurate,  for  although  a  number 
of  houses  have  been  built  and  occupied  during  the  last 
year,  there  is  not  now  the  overcrowding  that  formerly 
existed.  The  plan  of  my  former  reports  has  been 
folloAved,  viz.,  to  place  on  record  : —

This  is  accoinited  for  by  the  prevalence  of  epidemic 
diarrlnea  and  gastro-enteritis  during  the  late  summer 
and  autumn  months  of  the  year.  It  will  also  be  seen 
that  the  death  rate  is  highest  in  the  Spennymoor  and 

Ferrvhill  Wards.

Fifty-six  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified  during  the 
year,  but  I  do  not  attach  any  importance  to  these,  and 
this  disease  might  very  well  be  eliminated  from  the  list 
of  those  notified  Avithout  detriment  to  the  public  health. 

Fifty ^ix  eases  of  scarlatina,  and  six  of  diphtheria 
were  notified  during  the  period  extending  from  January 
to  August.  One  death  was  registered  from  scarlatina. 

Forty-two  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  during 
the  first  two  and  the  last  four  months  of  the  year.  Nine 
of  these  Avere  fatal. 


Epidemic  diarrJura  Avas  prevalent  in  the  district  dur¬ 
ing  the  months  of  July,  August,  September  and  October, 
and  caused  thirtv  deaths.

The  zvmotic  diseases,  therefore,  AAdiich  have  been 
fatal  during  1898,  were:  scarlatina  1,  enteric  fever  9, 
diarrhoea  30,  and  erysipelas  1 — a  total  of  41,  equal  to  a 
death  rate  of  2.3  per  1,000.

Gastro-enteritis  Avas  prevalent  during  the  same  period 
as  epidemic  diarrham,  and  for  public  health  statistics 
should  be  included.  This  gives  the  following  i*esults: —

All  the  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  with  tAvo  except¬ 
ions,  Avere  caused  by  epidemic  diarrhoea  and  enteric

fever,  and  it  is  my  duty  to  impress  upon  the  Ckmncil,  as 
forcibly  as  I  can,  that  the  existence  of  these  diseases 
points  to  insanitary  conditions,  which  ought  to  be,  and 
can,  to  a  very  great  extent,  be  removed.  Attention 
should  l}e  given  to  the  period  when  the  outl)reak 
occurred :  the  late  summer  and  early  autumn  for  epidemic 
diarrhoea,  followed  in  the  late  autumn  and  winter  months 
by  enteric  fever.  Next  the  causes  of  these  outbreaks 
should  be  noted.  No  doubt  the  atmospheric  conditions 
were  favourable  to  such  an  outbreak,  the  summer  having 
been  abnormally  hot  over  an  unusually  prolonged  period, 
thus  favouring  the  fermentation  of  food,  especially  milk, 
but  there  are  other  causes  which  must  be  recognised  as 
important  factors. 

The  following  are  acknowledged  by  authorities  as  the 
principal  causes: — Density  of  houses  and  population  on 
a  given  area  ;  back  to  back  houses  with  want  of  proper 
light  and  outside  ventilation  ;  foul  air  from  sewers  and 
filth  accumulations  ;  improper  feeding  of  infants  ;  and 
pollution  of  the  soil  around  dwellings  from  defective 
sewers  and  ashpits. 

I  do  not  wish  it  to  be  inferred  that  we  have  all  these 
causes  in  an  exaggerated  form  in  this  district,  but  it  can¬ 
not  be  denied  that  we  have  them  in  a  greater  or  less 
degree  operating  in  our  midst,  and  the  vital  statistics 
afford  corroboration  to  a  remarkable  degree.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  was  greatest  in  the  Spennymoor  and 
Ferryhill  Wai*ds  where  the  density  of  pop2Llation  is 
greatest,  and  compare  most  unfavourably  with  Tudhoe 
Ward  which  is  more  of  a  rural  character.  The  Ckmncil 
has  done  a  great  deal  in  recent  years  to  improve  the 
sanitarv  condition  of  the  district,  but  there  is  still  much 
to  do.  Many  objectionable  and  dangerous  ashpits  have 
been  i*emoved  and  ashclosets  provided,  but  there  are 
still  a  large  number  which  are  uncovered;  many  are  too 
large  and  allow  too  great  an  accumulation  of  filth ;  many 
are  defective  and  permit  leakage  of  sewage  into  the  sur¬ 
rounding  soil.  Ashpits  ought  to  be  impervious  and  the 
bottoms  ought  to  be  three  inches  above  the  levels  of  the 
yards;  they  should  also  be  covered  to  keej)  out  the  rain 
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and  the  heat  of  the  sun,  and  properly  ventilated.  The 
more  dense  the  population,  the  greater  the  necessity  to 
have  these  necessarily  ol)jectional)l(‘  places  kept  in  as 
good  condition  as  possible,  and  all  iinisances  removed  at 
frequent  intervals,  no  accnmnlation  being  allowc'd. 

I  have  said  that  the  atmospheric  conditions  of  last 
summer  were  favourable  to  the  development  of  e])idemic 
diarrluea,  but  a  high  temperature  of  the  air  is  not  the 
important  factoi*  it  is  when  the  soil  polluted  with  oi'ganic 
matter  attains  a  certain  temperature  that  the  air, 
emanating  from  this  polluted  soil,  (‘aiTies  with  it  organ¬ 
isms,  which  being  admitted  into  the  body,  either  with  the 
air  or  food,  cause  the  disease.  Dr.  Ballard  savs,  ‘'That 
from  food,  as  also  from  the  contained  (uganic  matter  of 
particular  soils,  such  micro-organisms  can  manufacture 
bv  the  chemical  changes  wrought  therein  l)v  certain  of 
their  life  processes,  a  substance  which  is  a  virulent  chemical 
poison." 

Infant  Moktalha  .— -Tlu'  deaths  of  intants  under  one 
year  of  age  numbered  141,  being  a  rate  of  per  1000 
l)irths  registered.  This  rate  is  vejy  high  and  is  accounted 
for  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  epidemic  diarrhoea 
alreadv  referred  to,  but  it  is  also  eontributed  to  bv 
improper  feeding.  The  following  table  shews  the  infant 
mortality  rate  ])er  1,000  l)irths  registei'ed  :  -

Phthisis  or  consumption,  although  not  in  the  list  of 
diseases  to  be  notified,  is  an  infectious  disease,  and  damp, 
insanitary  dwellings  favour  its  development.  The  ex¬ 
pectoration  contains  the  infection,  and  when  this  becomes 
dry,  the  bacilli  float  in  tlu^  atmosphere  and  are  inhaled 
during  I’espiration.  Persons  strong  and  in  good  health 
may  not  take  any  harm  from  these,  but  those  in  feeble  or 
delicate  health,  living  and  sleejang  in  overcrowded  rooms 
may,  and  the  practice  of  blocking  up  fire  ])laces  in  bedrooms 


is  a  vc'iy  bad  one  and  ought  to  l)e  discouraged,  as  it 
means  in  most  eases,  shutting  oft*  the  only  means  of 
ventilation.  Ihitieiits  suft'ering  fi*om  consumption  ought 
always  to  use  spittoons  containing  disinfectants,  or  use 
pieces  of  rag  which  (jught  to  be  burned.  The  disease 
may  be  conveyed  to  children  by  means  of  milk  and  beef 
from  tubercular  cattle.  To  prevent  this,  milk  should 
be  boiled  and  meat  thoroughly  cooked.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  phthisis,  in  the  Urban  district,  was  20,  or 
1.1  per  1,000,  and  from  respiratorv  diseases  was  70,  or 
4.2.3  per  1 ,000.

Scarlatina  and  D iphtheria — 62  cases  were  notified 
during  the  months  of  January,  February,  May,  June, 
July  and  August. 

Enteric  Fever. — 42  cases  were  notified  during’  the 
months  of  January,  February,  September,  October, 
November  and  December. 

Precantionary  Measures. — The  measures  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection  are  :  the  adoption  of  the 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act ;  the  free  use  of 
disinfectants  in  all  cases ;  and  the  usti  of  Moule’s 
with  peat  moss  in  enteric  cases.  Leaflets  are  left  at  the 
houses  of  scarlatina  patients,  giving  full  directions  for 
disinfection,  &c.  There  is  neither  an  isolation  hospital 
nor  disinfecting  apparatus  provided  for  the  district  yet, 
but  a  site  has  been  chosen  in  a  suitable  locality,  and 
plans,  e^c.,  are  before  the  Local  (Tovernment  Boai*d,  to 
whom  application  has  been  made  for  a  loan.

Spennyiuooi'  ( Old  Local  Boai'd  Area.) — All  the  streets 
ill  this  area  have  been  made  and  ])r()vi(le(l  with  sewers, 
ehannels  and  footpaths,  which,  for  the  most  part,  are  in 

a  satisfactory  condition.  The  sewers  are  ventilated,  and 

»/  '' 

there  are  man-holes  and  means  for  fiushing,  which  is 
done  periodically. 

ScToagc  Disposal. — The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  out¬ 
fall  in  pi  •ecapitation  and  filtration  tanks.  The  whole  of 
the  sewage  is  being  treated,  but  the  filtering  area  is  in¬ 
sufficient.  Messrs  Wake  &  Hollis,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  Council,  are  at  present  conducting  experiments  with 
different  kinds  of  filtering  materials,  which  seem  to 
promise  good  results. 

Mode  of  Disposal  of  Excrement  and  Honsehold 
Refuse. — A  number  of  houses  are  provided  with  water- 
closets,  and  many  have  privy  receptacles  or  ash-closets, 
but  the  prevailing  mode  still  is  the  ashpit  privy  system, 
many  of  which  are  defective.  The  inspector  of  nuisances 
is  at  present  making  a  systematic  inspection  of  these 
and  reporting,  with  a  view  to  serving  notices  on  owners 
where  re(|uired. 

In  the  course  of  my  inspection,  the  following  defects 
have  been  reported  and  in  most  cases  remedied  : — 

Hundas  Street  (8,j  yard  area  very  small,  practically  none. 

Flora  Street  (Ifi,)  kitchen  and  sitting-room  floors  bad, 
require  renewal. 

Church  Street  (Id,)  yard  and  drains  defective. 

Princes  Street  (10,)  Overcrowding. 

Pitt  Sti  •eet  (1,)  should  either  be  closed  or  made  habitable 

George  Street  (fid,)  stable  adjoining  dwelling-house  ; 
yard  area  very  limited;  offal  from  butcher’s  boiled  for 
tripe,  and  refuse  thrown  into  ashpit. 

Wear  Street,  se^^'er  in  a  defectiA'c  condition. 

House  and  Yard  -  Trapping  and  discon¬ 

nection  from  sewers  is  general. 
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The  Genp'al  Condition  of  the  Houses  of  Working 
Classes. — As  regards  habitability,  repairs,  dryness,  ven¬ 
tilation,  overcrowding,  closet  accommodation,  drainage 
and  paving  of  yards,  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 
There  are  still  a  number  of  back  to  l)aclv  houses. 


.  Schools. — The  sanitarv  condition  of  outbuildiims  mav

be  considered  satisfactorv. 

Bnrial  A eeomnwdation. — The  new  Cemetery  has  been 
made,  drained  and  laid  out,  and  was  opened  for  purposes 
of  burial  on  1st  Aove4ubei‘  last. 

The  Added  Area. — Very  gi*eat  improvement  has  l)een 

made  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  area,  since  the 

formation  of  the  Urban  District.  Another  large  section 

has  been  provided  with  roads,  footpaths,  channels  and 

sewers,  and  there  now  only  remains  Low  Spennynioor 

and  MeiTington  Lane  to  be  dealt  with.  Application 

has  been  made  to  the  Local  (lovernnient  Board  for  the 

necessary  loan,  and  the  work  will  be  proceeded  with  as 

soon  as  this  is  obtained.  More  footpaths  have  l)een 

provided  adjoining  the  higliAvays,  and  the  appearance  of 

this  portion  of  the  district  has  been  almost  transformed 

in  the  last  2  or  3  vears.

Some  of  the  sewers  which  were  found  to  be  defective 
have  been  relaid,  and  the  whole  are  Hushed  regularly, 
which  appears  to  l)e  necessary  to  keep  them  clean.  The 
Surveyor  has  instructions  to  report  in  detail  on  their 
condition  and  defects,  and  the  self-cleansing  velocity  of 
the  sewers  in  the  whole  of  the  district,  and  this  work  is 
now  in  hand. 

Disposal  of  Seioage. — The  (Jouncil  is  at  present  ne¬ 
gotiating  for  land,  plans,  &c.,  are  ])eing  prepared. 

In  the  course  of  my  inspection,  the  following  defects 
have  been  reported  upon  and  in  most  cases  remedied: — 

Half-Moon  Lane,  9,  Queen  Street  ((lale) — lioof  de¬ 
fective  ;  walls  very  damp ;  Hoor  in  front  room  entirel}^ 
rotten,  re(piires  renewal. 

Merrington  Lane,  Kail  way  Hotel  —Sink  in  ])ack 
kitchen  ver^'  defective. 
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Fenwick  Street,  (10,  11,  12)  These  are  all  hack  to 
back  houses,  and  their  ventilation  re([uires  iniprovenient. 
The  yards  are  had  and  require  paving  oi*  cementing ; 
out-huildings  recjuire  re|)airs  ;  there  is  only  one  privy 
provided  for  eveiy  two  families  ;  the  ashpits  ai'e  large 
and  open.  I  would  recoinmend  siihstituting  ash-closet^, 
one  for  each  familv. 

Chapel  Street  — One  conmion  yard  for  o  houses  ; 

2  privies  provided  ;  more  accoinmodation  in  form  of 
privy  receptacles  should  he  provided. 

Barn  field  Road  (5)  Quinn’s — ^i\!^shpit  much  too  large 
Avithout  yjroper  bottom  and  adjoins  house  ;  {)ig-stye 
about  :30  feet  from  dwelling-house. 

Post-Ohice  vStreet — Sewer  in  defective  condition. 

Tudhoe  Village  ((Ireenweirs)  —  There  is  an  untrapped 
drain  from  byre,  and  another  fi*oni  a  pig-stye,  l)oth  of 
Avhich  re(|uire  immediate  attention. 

General  Condition  of  Houses  of  Workino-  Classes. ~--K. 
very  large  proportion  of  these,  as  regards  habitability, 
repairs,  dryness  and  ventilation,  may  l)e  considered  satis- 
factorv.  During  the  last  two  A'ears,  manv  have  been 
very  greatly  improved  by  the  new  streets  footpaths,  &c., 
which  have  been  alreadv  referred  to,  and  which  have 
removed  dampness  from  foundations,  &c.  When  the 
work  is  completed  in  Ferryhill  Ward  and  the  remainder 
of  Tudhoe  Ward,  another  very  great  improvement  will 
have  been  eftecd-ed. 

A  number  of  objectional)le  ashpits  have  been  removed 
in  South  Terrace  ;  ash-closets  having  been  substituted, 
and  others  have  been  covered  in. 

Schools.  —  Out-buildings  connected  with  these  niav  be 
considered  satisfactorv. 

Burial  Acconinwdation  is  jjrovided  for  Tudhoe  Ward 
bv  cemeterv  at  Four-lane-en(ks.

Mailer  Supply  foi*  the  whole  district  is  from  the 
ACeardale  and  Shildon  Water  C’ov’s  reservoirs,  and  is  a 
pure  Avater,  excellent  foi*  domestic  ])urpos(‘s. 

MPlls. — Nothing  has  been  done  Avith  regard  to  the 
well  in  Fenwick’s  vard. 


S/a2io/ih'j'  Hoitscs.  All  of  these  in  the  Ui'han  District 
are  in  a  satisfaetorv  eondition. 

Lodging- Hohscs. — These  have  been  regnlarh^  visited 
by  the  Ins[)ect()r  and  repoi’ted  upon. 

Scavenging  of  the  Districts^  done  by  several  contractors, 
who  undertake  to  empty  ash-pits,  between  the  hours  of 
10  p.ni.  and  8  a.m.  Ashpits  are  supposed  to  be  emptied 
once  a  month,  and  ash-closets  twice  a  week,  ('onstant 
supervision  is  necessary,  and  very  difficult  in  such  a 
large  district.  Ashpits  and  closets  are  disinfected 
regularly  with  carbolic  powdei*  when  cleaned  out. 

Sanitaiy  Requii^enicnts.  —  Isolation  Hospital  and  Dis¬ 
infecting  Apparatus.  These  are  likely  to  be  provided 
before  long,  as  the  plans  and  application  for  loan  are 
now  before  the  Local  (xovernment  Board. 

Street  making  should  be  proceyaled  with  steadily  until 
the  whole  of  the  work  is  completed. 

Ash-closets  should  be  provided  in  case  of  all  new 
buildings,  and  where  extensive  repairs  are  required,  in 
case  of  old  ashpits,  these  should  be  substituted. 

Being  convinced  that  the  ashpit  privy  system  is  most 
objectionable  and  even  dangerous,  especially  in  the  more 
crowded  parts  of  the  district,  I  Avould  earnestly  urge 
the  Council  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  mitigate  its  evils; 
but  having  already  referred  to  this  in  speaking  of 
epidemic  diarrhma,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  more,  and 
shall  conclude  by  congratulating  the  Council  on  the 
work  they  have  accomplished.
